Continued Growth 
Indicated In 3.11 
Mill Tax Increase 


Palm Beach County's largest 
budget to date — showing an 
increase of 3.11 mills and $392,- 
694.73 in the General Account 
over last year's budget — was 
tentatively approved by the 
County Commission this week. 

The 1956-57 tentative budget 
shows a total millage of 16.63 
mills to' be levied and an ex- 
pendable amount of $2,340,094 
in the General Account. 

The general amount increase, 
according to R. B. McKee, 
county board executive secre- 
tary, is due to anticipated in- 
creased operations based on ex- 
perience tests for the various 
items. 

One of the largest increases, 
a total of $122,895, was set up 


|for county airport funds, be- 
‘cause of necessity, McKee ex- 
‘plained, “to provide more space 


for the Palm Beach Interna- 
tional Airport tenants, to ex. 
tend the runway at Lantana 
Airport, with. participtaion: of 
the CAA in the amount of $40,- 
000, and enlarging airplane 
parking area at PRIA.” 

A total increase óf $185,807 
was noted in the Fine & Forfei-| 
ture Fund for 1956-57, resulting, 
in addition to the increase in 
fees based on the experience 
table, from two requested ad- 
ditional appropriations: One for 
$50,000 to set up a Criminal In- 
vestigtion Agency, and a re- 
quest for $50,200 to provide for 
an additional Criminal Judge, 
and also for an additional as- 
sistant County Solicitor, with 
adjustments in salary on a high- 
er level for the Solicitor and 
assistants. 

Millage Increase _ includes 


Fund, which carries the major 
portion of-Capital Improvements 
such as the completi on of the 
County Office Building for 
permanent offices, together with 
an additional floor, furniture 
and equipment, and other ex- 
penses which resulted in-a levy 
of .9 mills this year as compar- 
ed to no millage levy last year. 

A new account, calling for 4 
millage, is the Public Improve- 
ment Fund, which allows the as- 
sessing of property for street 
improvements to be refunded 
by assissing property for pay- 
ment. 

Two millage decreases for the 
coming year were for the Gen- 
eral Road and Bridge Fund, a 
decrease of .4 mills made pos- 


dable items in this year's bud- 
get, and the Ocean Blvd. ac- 
count, also a .4 mill decrease, 
because of maintenance expense 
and other decreases. 

Main increases include: County 
operating, $131,126.85; Home 
nd Hospital, $34,800, because 
this institution, serving a 
worthwhile need for this county, 
has grown to the extent that it 
will have to be enlarged"; Chil- 
dren's Home, $400; Agricultural, 
$2,471; Law Library, a decrease 
of $700; Parks, $61,918.52, to

State Anti-Mosquito, $7,622.16, 
and Mother's Aid, no increase.

‘Sensational journalism doesn't, 
always distinguish too closely 
between facts, half facts and 
fiction born in the minds of law 
breakers whose opinions are 
sometimes biased. 

Laws of the state, Tallahassee 
and local administrative rules 
prevent whipping, or striking 
prisoners in any manner. Sus- 
picion of violating this rule 
brings immediate dismissal. 

Yet, prisoners must be con- 
trolled somewhow, and the 
“box” is legislatively authorized 
and leg-chains are legal for pris- 
oners who do not conform to 
rules and regulations. 

The "Sweat Bóx" has been 
in the news recently because

of the death of a prisoner who 
had partaken of "joy juice" to 
point of inebration, and conse- 
quently had been sent to the 
“box”. 

The pictures above show the 
door, which has a glass near 
the top for light, and a door be- 
low the mid-point as access for 
food and air. “The "box" is ap- 
proximately five by eight, floor 
size and approximately seven 
feet high, with a toilet and la- 
vatory. Two blankets are pro- 
vided and, wé were told, corn 


bread and water once a day is!

Picking Up Dropped 
Fruit Is Big Help To 
Medfly Eradication 


Pick up and destroy all fallen 
fruit, if you want to lend a hand 
in the campaign against the 
Mediterranean fruit fly. 
suggestion from L. -F. 

Steiner, U. S, Department of 
Agriculture research entomolo- 
gist, applies not only to the 
commercial grower, but to the 
backyard gardener as well. 

All dropped ripe fruit should 
be suspected of Medfly infesta- 
tion. Just one fruit in a thous- 
and can be the start of an ex- 
tensive infestation, Steiner says. 
During'the summer months in 
Florida, Medflies can complete a 
generation every four weeks. If 
there are enough host plants 
available — a smal) yard plant- 
ing can offer enough—a female 
fly can deposit as many as 600 
eggs. Under such circumstances, 
it isn't long before a dangerous 
infestation is established. 

The flies slow up some in the 
winter, Steiner ‘says, but not 
enough that we can let up in 


our efforts to bring them under 
control. 

It is believed by many of the 
Medfly eradication officials that 


highway travelers have resulted 
in many of the limited infesta- 
tions that are now known to 
exist through the southern part 
of Florida. 

Dropped fruit should be 
Promptly destroyed by tossing 
it into a hole or trench dug in 
the soil, treated heavily with in- 
secticides such as malathion or 
dieldrin, and covered over with 
at least a foot of earth. Another 
way to destroy any larva in- 
festing dropped fruit: burn it 
or place the fruit in waterproof 
paper bags that can be tightly 
closed and send to the incinera- 
tor. 

Home owners should try to 
pick up dropped fruit on a day- 
to-day basis. Commercial grow- 
ers should pick up at least twice 
a week.” Over-ripe fruit hang- 
ing on the trees should also be

As a second term inmate and 
with a previous record of in- 
dulging in binges, the prisoner 
was ordered to the sweat-box. 
There were three or four other 
temporary occupants of boxes 
near-by and they report that 
the prisoner in question con- 
tinuously insisted that he was 
sick and hurting, although the 
guards report he would not tell 
them what he had to drink, nor 
where he got it, before he was 
put in the box. 

After he was found dead in 
the box, during the night, his 
|personal belongings were search- 
ed and a small bottle was found 
containing a pungent clear 
liquid. An autopsy, which in- 
cluded analysis by the FBI lab- 
oratory showed denatured alco- 
hol in his stomach,.it is report- 
‘ed, Denatured alcohol is widely 
known as most effective in| 
shortening life. 

The theory is advanced by 
non-medical students that had 
his stomach been pumped out 
his life might have been saved. 
Making “buck” in. prisons is not 
a thing peculiar to the local in- 
stitution; its a challenge to the 
ingenuity and idle moments of 
the prisoners and is a relief to 
the appetite of some, Evidences 
f "buck" cause search to dis- 
cover the source of the Ingredi- 
ents, 

All white prisoners at the 
local institution are "'trusties", 
and have more freedom. 
Conversation with prisoners, 
uncensored, brings out a fact 
that is very important, The 
young and "unconfirmed" crim- 
inat could be handled separate- 
ly in the Florida System to their 
‘own betterment. This, however, 
is a matter for the legislature to 
consider when that opportun- 
ity comes to them. 

The food at any prison does 
not afford a latitude of selec- 
tion by the “customers” but the 
local farm uses a majority of 
home-grown items and should, 
therefore, be above the average.
